Minutes of the meeting held March 24, 2020 were read and approved.
Ed Sohm, Emergency Management Director was present to update the Board on Covid-19.
He reported that there has been no positive cases in Ida County. He also reported on the
progress of obtaining necessary personal protection equipment for various emergency
services and facilities within the county.
County Engineer Jeff Williams presented a resignation from Seth Corbin, effective

March 20th, 2020. Drey moved and Leonard seconded a motion to approve said resignation.
Motion carried, all voting Aye.
Discussion was held on the road crew work hours and functions. It was the concensus

of the Board to allow 10 hour work days for the next 60 days to haul gravel and patching
effective April 20, 2020.

Depending upon possible federal/state stimulus funding, the Engineer has decided to
delay the letting on the 170th Street bridge replacement project.

Discussion was held on Secondary Road staffing. It was the concensus of the Board
to advertise and hire a Road Foreman, full-time mechanic and a part-time shop bookkeeper.

Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign the Secondary Roads 5 year
program. Drey seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye.

A motion by Drey and seconded by Leonard to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
the 2020 Secondary Roads budget. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Leonard moved to approve a tentative temporary agreement to designate M-15, to
Father Daily Dr. to Hwy 59/175 with in the City Limits of Ida Grove as an official truck
route pending official documentation from the City of Ida Grove. Drey seconded the motion
and it carried, all voting Aye.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Drey to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
2, D15 retainage claims totalling $60,000 for Croell, Inc. Motion carried, all voting
Aye.

Drey moved and Leonard seconded a motion to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
a claim from Godbersen-Smith Construction for a railroad flagger on Harold Godbersen Drive
in the amount of $2,500. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Leonard moved to approve and authorize the Chair to sign a change order from JEO
Consulting for Godbersen-Smith Construction located on Harold Godbersen Dr & M15/240th St
in the amount of -$98.30. Drey seconded the motion and it carried, all voting Aye.

A motion by Leonard and seconded by Schubert to approve and authorize the Chair to
sign a change order for Cedar Valley Corp-M31 project in the amount of $1,765.50 and a
claim in the amount of $19,679.82. Motion carried, all voting Aye.

Drey moved and Leonard seconded a motion to approve and authorize the Chair to sign
a final claim for Gus Construction for the Pioneer Ave Culvert replacement in the amount
of $17,561.89.
